in the body and lead to all sorts of 
diseases. 
Instead of the “suicide lunch.’* 
Mrs. Randle suggested a lunch of 
a vegetable and fruit salad, cottage 
cheese anff fruit juices. 
Stressing natural foods, the lec­ 
turer pointed 
to cucumbers, to­ 
matoes, oranges, cantaloupes, water­ 
melons, onions and apples as suf­ 
ficient diet for anyone. 
Mrs. Randle, who will spend the 
summer at Caledonia park, answer­ 
ed a number of questions. 
Today she will begin conducting 
a class in dietetics at the Hotel G et­ 
tysburg.

Nearly a million more people be­ 
came members of churches in the 
United States in 1932 according to a 
survey made by Dr. George Linn 
Kieffer. of New York city, and a 
graduate of Gettysburg college in 
the class of 1909. and republished 
in the current issue of The Literary 
Digest from the Christian Herald. 
A striking fact brought out in the 
report is that the growth of church 
membership in the United States 
has been greater than the growth in 
the country’s population. Ftom 1900 
to 1933 membership in churches has 
Increased 82.8 per cent, while the 
population increase in the same pe­ 
riod was 65.8 per cent. 
Doctor Kieffer, who was also grad­ 
uated from the Lutheran theologi­ 
cal seminary in 1912, Is well known 
In this vicinity. At one time he was 
a lecturer on chautauqua circuits on 
the battles at Gettysburg.

church m ust crown the third reich 
and th a t it m ust be distinctly Aryan, 
standing

C hristianity. 
On a protest of the Russian em ­ 
bassy, a m ass dem onstration sched­ 
uled for the Lustgarten today “on 
behalf of starving Volga G erm ans” 
has been called oil. 
Russians threatened to hold coun­ 
ter-dem onstrations throughout th e 
soviet union. The organizers of the 
dem onstration thereupon announced 
postponem ent of the meeting but 
stated th a t the collection of money 
under the patronship of Chancellor 
Hitler would continue. 
The ch an ­ 
cellor contributed 1,000 m arks (ap­ 
proxim ately $303). 
B ernhard Rust, Prussian m inister 
of education and culture, announced 
th at all students proved to be com ­ 
m unist-m inded would be completely 
elim inated from Prussian universi­ 
ties.

Som e idea of how rapidly these 
picturesque

old 
structures are di.sappearing can be 
gained by scanning the 1928 survey 
of th e sta te highway departm ent 
and com paring it with the depaiT- 
m ent’s la te st figures. 


a glowing contrast in the last of 
these old covered structures with 
the great bridges, for example of 
Pittsburgh and Philadelphia today. 
Scores of other g ia n t structures 
cross rail lines and stream s between 
the two m etropolitan centers, and 
one of the world’s greatest stcme 
bridges crosses

Susquehanna 
river at Harrisburg. 
Engineers of today agree th at the 
object of covering the old timber 
bridges was to protect th e timber 
from the weather, particularly heavy 
snow.

Forty-nine Schools Are Con­ 
ducting Courses At State’s 
Institutions. 


Summer study 
at Pennsylvania 
colleges and universities reaches its 
peak during the Hist three weeks 
in July. In that period forty-nine 
summer sessions 
.'.lh 
be in full 
swing under supervision of thirty 
liberal arts colleges and universities 
and in thirteen state teachers’ col­ 
leges. Students include thousands 
of 
Pennsylvania 
public 
school 
teachers who are not permitting de­ 
pression condition and reduced sal­ 
aries to interfere with their profes­ 
sional advancement. 
Summer sessions 
last year 
a t­ 
tracted 166,500 students, a drop of 
less than two thousand from the 
previous year. While 
enrollments 
at 1933 summer schools are expect­ 
ed to drop below totals of recent 
years, the 
colleges are increasing 
their summer service rather than 
decreasing it, the state department 
of public instruction finds. Many 
institutions 
have 
added 
to 
the 
length of summer term s and In­ 
creased the number of short ses­ 
sions. Terms now vary rfom two 
to ten weeks in length, and the Uni- 
verstiy of Pittsburgh this summer Is 
conducting eight different sessions 
on its campus and at its various 
branch centers. 
There is an increasing tendency 
to ofFer short summer courses of 
two or three weeks, immediately 
prior to or 
following the regular 
session, 
the departm ent 
reports 
This arrangement permits teachers 
to 
obtain 
additional 
preparation 
through intensive rtudy. While the 
i sual length of a summer session 
is 
traditionally six 
weeks, several 
institutions are 
offering term s of 
nine weeks. 
Only 
two 
summer 
schools extend into the last week 
of August. Most of them will close 
the last week In July or the first 
week in August.
